O V E R , one-third of the children born 
to Mexican women die within a 
few days, months or years after birth!

Mexican 
women 
concerning whom statistics h a\e been 
gathered lo Sant? Ana, 4J9 children 
have been born, and of those 439 


there are 281 living and 158 dead. 
A report to this effect 
has

made to the Slate Im m igration and 
Housing Commission by Mrs. J. II. 
Lee brick, secretary of the Social Ser­ 
vice I eague of S anta Ana. 
Hereatly 
a represented Y of th a t commission 
visited in S anta Ana. and while here 
he lmYt an interview with Mrs. Lee- 
brick. 
To him Mrs. Leebrick explained the 
extraordinary good results that have, 
been obtained through tilt* Child W ri­ 
te re Station conducted at the Social 
Service League headquarters on Last 
Thin! street. 
To th a t station scores 
of Mexican m others have brought their 
babes. 
Advice as to how to care for 
the children has been given th ro u g h ; 
word of mouth end through p a m p h le ts; 
printed in Spanish. 
Much has been 
done in the way of providing medical | 
aid. 
Iii a good m any families where 
the need was found, the station has 
supplied milk. 
W ithout question the 
station is responsible for tin* saving 
of the lives of a good m any babies, 
ami for the betterm ent of the health 
of a g reat many others. 
Education Is Needed 
T he great need of Mexican mothers 
as a rule is education. 
Ignorance is 
credited with being the cause of the 
deaths of such a large num ber of 
Mexican babies. 
The 
m others 
are 
willing enough to 
care 
for 
their 
ballies, but they don't know now. 
In m aking a w ritten report to the 
State Im migration and Housing Com­ 
mission upon conditions as she had 
found them am ong the Mexican people 
with whom she has come in contact 
as a social service worker, Mrs. Lee- 
brick inclosed a copy of a letter that 
she had received from th e office of a 
pliv.-dciau. 
This letter set forth a condition that 
speaks louder than any o ther words 
could do in favor of 
child 
welfare 
work am ong the Mexicans. 
T he letter received bv Mrs. Lee- 
brick and sen t on by b er to the state 
commission says: 
’ in m aking out tho birth certificates 
tor the doctor’s Mexican confinement, 
cases. I have often noticed that almost 
every report cl a woman with a fain­ 
tly showed several children dead. The 
num ber of living children and the 
num ber dead are reported in every 
birth report, u.s I-*s appose you know. 
so the physician dias to get this infor­ 
mation for his birth certificate. 
Period of Ten Months 
' I picked from his reports every 
Mexican family he attended which was 
not for the first baby—th a t is. every 
woman who had a family—from .Jan­ 
uary I. 1919, to tile 
present 
time 
(Get. 28). a period of ten months. 
"The seventy-four m others whom he 
attended iii this time had had in all 
439 children. 2S1 living and 158 dead. 
That is sixty-four per cent of their 
children were alive and thirty-six per 
cent of them were dead. 
They had 
lost one third of all tin* children to 
which they had given birth 
“ No wonder the
